According to the latest report recetved 
here the Invincible was unhurt and has 
reached port. The seporte say Chat the 
battle took place off Pernambuco. 


Invincible Still Affcat. 
The first neport reaching here said that 
both the Invincible and the Von der Tann 
had been sunk in the battle. 
Later, however, the Brazilian govern- 
ment received a report by wireless which 
said that the Vonder Tann had been sunk 
and that the Invincible was still afloat. 
Whether there was any loss of life on 
deard the British warship is still un- 
known, All that has reached here is 
wireless dispatch which tells of the battle 
and the government is stili without de 
tails. 


Eecaped North Sea Fleet. 
This is the first news that has been re«. 
ceived of the Von der Tann, which ran 
the gantiet of the British North sea 
squadron last November. 

It was reported at that time the inten- 
tion of the giant warship was to join the 
‘squadron of Admiral von Spee which later 
was demolished by the British squadron 
under Vice Admiral Sturdee off the Falke 
land islands. 

It is believed here that after the de« 
struction of the German squadron the 
Von der Tann joined the Kariseruhe. 
Whether the latter vessel was with the 
Von der Tann when it met the Invincibie 
ig not knewn. aed 
Pernambuco, off where the battle is re- | 
ported to have been staged, is a Brazilian 
state consisting of « long strip of terri- 
tory om the Atlantic ocean, stretching 
from latitude 7 degrees south of theequa- — 
tor to 9 degrees 30 minutes. 


Von der Tann Carried 910 Men. . 
The Von der Tann wae one of the Ger 
man battle cruisers built at Hamburg in 
1909 and carried a crew of 910 men.

19,400 tons. Its speed at ite trials was 27 
knots an hour. , 

Ite armament was Krupp armor, a com-— 
plete belt about fifteen feet wide for 
about three-quarters of its entire length.

Rooms where children 
are kept should have plenty of fresh air.

“ Keep the baby out of doors,” says the 
bulletin. “ Begin when the baby is two 
weeks old, increasing the time 
until he is staying out most of the time.” 

Care should be taken, however, not to 
take the baby out when weather condi- 
tlone are bad. On this point the bulletin 
says: 

“ When the weather ts very cold, as in 
winter in the north, when the snow is 
melting, or when there is a heavy storm 
in progress or a high wind blowing quan- 
tities of dust about, it will be best to give 
the baby hie airing indoors or on a pro- 
tected porch.” 

Mothers are urged to care for their chil- 
Gren themecives whenever possible in 
preference to hiring a nursemaid.

Franchises and Utility Commissions. 

The greatest stumbling block to pub- 
lic utilities securities as investments has 
been taken out of the way in some stated 
and it may be only « wr within a 
few years. 

This stumbling block ie the Srabitted 
under which practically all utility com- 
panies formerly operated. <A large ma- 
jority still operate under franchises whose 
life.is limited, but the new way is to put 
such companies under the supervision of 
@ state commission of public utilities. 
Where such commissions exist, expiring 
franchises are superseded by permits 
granted by the commigsion and companies 
are not required to run. the gantlet of a 
elty council or a municipal election in 
order to continue doing busineas. 

In many states, however, the franchise 
system still prevails and in these the in- 
vester must use caution or risk days of 
Street railwey franchises 
usually are granted for some fixed period, 
twenty-five years being a favorite time. 
Bonds secured by mortgages on such lines 
ought to mature a few years before the 
franchise expires. It is, however, a com- 
mon practice to make the bonds mature 
concurrently with the lapsing of the 
franchise and there are: mumerous ex- 
amples of bonds running some years be- 
yond. Evidently such bonds are put in 
an unpleasant if not precarious position 
when the franchise runs out. A Chicago 
traction company was operated by receiy- 
ers for several years because of such a 
situation and the Kansas City street rail- 
way lines are now in receivers’ hands for 
a similar reason. The Kansas City com- 
pany is making good earnings and pay- 
ing bond interest, but matured bonds 
cannot be refunded till the company has 
been reorganized. 

This qyestion of framchises loses 
some of ite itRmportance when a state util- 
ities commission is put in charge. The 
publie must be served by street railways 
and electric light plants and, obviously, 
the company with a pliant already in op- 
eration is in a better position to give the 
seryice than any new concern. Thecomi- 
mission has authority t6 requife satis- 
factory service and also to fix rates, but 
the company’s rights to a reasonable div- 
idend cannot be overridden. If a com- 
thission should make rates too low the 
courts would annul them as confiscatory.

THE PASSING OF THE 
MORRIS BOOK SHOP. 


Tis no more! For twenty-seven years 
Chicago has felt the geniality and tn- 
timacy of the comfortable little book 
shop and now she can feel it no longer. 
The book lover will never again siip 
tnto the welcoming shop, steal, with the 
connivance of the owner, the manager, 
the salesman, and the customers, a half 


hour's “read” in a book he can’t afford — 


to buy, set a stamp on his larceny by bor- 
rowing a book mark from the manager, 
end return the next time he has a half 
hour to complete the pillage. 

Almost every bookish person in the 
city has a thousand or more words stored 
- @way that he has “ bought ’’ in that man- 
ner from the Morris Book shop. You are 
probably one of them. Haven't you pleas- 
ant memories of nobody bething you un- 
_ Jess you declared yourself a-searcher for 


things unseen? It wasa book shop where 


yon went to “ book,” not to * shop.” 

It doesn’t seem possible that the busy 
-ecorner of State and Madison streets used 
to be the home of this quiet, leisurely 
shop. But there it nestled, in a basement 
on the corner where the Boston store now 
whirrs its modern way. 

There it was that Bugene Field could 
always be found, reading things for him- 
self, advising younger book buyers, com- 
manding those he knew well enough, al- 
ways the patron saintly influence of the 
group that gathered about him. 

Francis Wilson wrote two years ego 
, to Mr. Morrris, *“ How many times I have 
-eaid to friends, ‘Let’s run over to the 
Book shop. We'll be sure to find some- 
thing worth while, and maybe Gene Field 
will be there.’ ” ‘Field, seated in the cen- 
ter, like a minstrel of ol4, with Dr. Gun- 
gaulus, Dr. Frank Bristol, Dr. Woolsey 
Stryker, Irving Way, Frank Larned, 
Slasen Thompson, Dewitt Miller, George 
\¥. Cable, Harry B. Smith, Frank Holme, 
Opie Reed, Charles Eugene Banka, Will 
P. Visscher, J. W. Couldock, Joe Jeffer- 
gon, William J. Le Moyne, Ben King, 
Ernest McGaffey, and all the rest of us, 


- faanging upon his every syllable as he told 


us as only he could tell, of the * Happy 
Isies in the Golden Haze off Yonder.” 
“ Ade, Nesbit, Field, Kiser, Little, and 


the rest of those .old scamps,"’ used to 


make the shop a joy to Frank Putnam. 
“ Pete Dunne, editor in chief of the old 
Joufnal; McAuliff [the best ever], on the 
helm of the Record-Herald; Mike Lane, 
the biggest brain that ever got toted 
through Chicago streets on a pair of 
sometimes wabbly legs; Teddy Beck, 
Leigh Reilly, and Charile Pepper pre- 
paring to go down with the hulk of the 
Evening Mail; Ernie Graham, bending 
over his world’s fair blue prints up tn the 
Rookery; Ray Brown and Charlie Led- 
erer, and all the rest of the illustrators; 
fine old John McGovern, scholar and 
eynhiec, and philosopher and poet; Opie, 
and Stanley, and Bil) Visscher; Edwin 
/ Markham stopping off for a day at the 
Press club to discuss the skyrocket fame 
following publication of ‘The Man with 
the Hoe’; six foot Joaquin lecturing in 


-_ vaudeville, gold nuggete for buttons on 


hie bearskin overcoat, his subject ‘ The 
Klondike,’”’ are all recalled to him by 
thoughts of the Book Shop. 

What days those must have been! 
George Ade, a reporter earning next to 
nothing; and McCutcheon would look in 
and see the dim aisies lined with sta- 
tionary loungers, all reading fixedly and 
no one purchasing. “ We,” wrote George 
Ade, “ wondered if Frank found it profit- 
able to conduct a free reading room. We 
would inhale deeply, hoping that some 
bacilli of inspiration might still be ficat- 
ing in the dust from therare old volumes, 
and then we would hurry on to the works 
and do our daily grind of stories of the 
etreet."’ 

When Wilbur D. Nesbitt became a 
member of the Morris book family, the 
shop was snuggied into a new home in 
Madison street, just west of La Sallie. 
“It wes a handy place to drop into on fhe 
way to the train,’’ he said, “and every 
one estopped, chatted, and always went 
away with a fine feeling of fellowship 
with bookland.” A fire—and the stopping 
place was no more. 

Then it moved over to Wabash avenue 
between Madison and Monroe, and all of 
the old friends walked over there and 
went on reading their favorite books. 
Not a cne was lost in the next move from 
thore to the half basement store in Mon- 
roe street just east of the Palmer house, 
and many more were gained when the 
new circulating library was started. 

These were the days before *' Books 
rented, 3 cents a day,” was to be encoun- 
*ered in every corner drug store. No one 
had heard of that sort of thing before 

The Tabard Inn people had been send- 
ing their books all over the country, but 
it cost such a lot of money to pecome an 
Innite that there wasn't much thrill in the 
adventure for the book hunter. .With his 
usual thyught of how he could make folks 
happiest with thinge to read Mr. Morris 
bought a ‘ot of ‘new books and rented 
them out, und every one got to talking 
about Morris" 

When that basement was sacrificed, 
with the rest of the old building to the 
skyscraper modernists, the old store was 
moved st. the main Soar weap in the 
Pittman vufiging. That was ite home 
whtil the day we'll call the Other Day, 
because we can't bear to think of it as the 
cay of closing. It was the most shopiike 
home the Book Shop ever had. In fact, 
it was such a bookly silver spoon place 
that it brought upon us the Other Day. 

Tnere is a possibility that the Morris 


Book shop will come to life again ena =#% 


ee wm being the literary landmark of the 
tows. tm tat case this epitaph may 
sound @ little ridiculous.

Did you always feel ashamed of not 
“ getting" Browning? Are you grateful 
that he isn't a part of the dinner gossip 
nowadays? Have you a feeling that you 
wouldn't have the courage to refuse to 
join a Browning club if it were being 
organized now? You may have a chance 
to prove your courage, for the Browning 
question ja sure to arise from oblivion 
this month when a volume of hitherto 
unpublished poems of Robert Browning 
‘and Elizabeth Barrett Browning is 
brought out by the Macmillan company. 
You needn't feel yourself one of the sub- 
merged mental tenth, though, if you 
can’t give a lucid answer to the question. 
John Ruskin—the very one who wrote 
“Modern Painters” and the “ Sesame 
and Lilies” that every man knowse— 
couldn't either. In a letter to Browning 
published for the first time in that lit- 
erary thesaurus called “ Lucas’ Annual ” 
(Macmilian) he confessed, ‘‘ When I take 
up these poems in the evening I find them 
absolutely and literally a set of the most 
amazing conundrums that were ever pro- 
posed tome. I try at them for, say, twen- 
ty minutes, In which time I make out 
about twenty lines, but not consecutive 
lines, always having te miss two for 
every one that I make out. I enjoy the 
twenty, each separately, very much, but 
the puzsiement about the intermediate 
ones increases in comfortiessnese till I 
get a headache, and give in.”

The little word no is a 
mighty counter-su 

The third great law is that of power 
through doing. This is the profoundest 
and most successful of the three. You 
cannot feel by wanting to feel or — 
to feel. I challenge you to feel or 
glad by an act of the will. You x 
cannot accomplish it in that way. ou 
must do something that produces the 
feeling of sadness or gladness as a 05, 
ological and psychological reaction. For 
instance, draw down the corners of your 
mouth and you will immediately feel 
a sag in your spirits, When people 
are sad or gloomy they invariably have 
the corners of their mouths turned 
down. If you want to feel glad tilt 
up the corners of your mouth. Cheery, 
optimistic, happy people invariably have 
the corners of their mouths turned up. 
It is a physical and psychical impossi- 
bility to feel sad or gloomy with the cor- 
ners of the mouth turned heavenward. 
In other words, in order to get a given 
feeling assume the ares attitude that 
goes with that feeling and it will pro- 
duce it. If you want to feel brave. 
clench your fists and grit your teeth. 
If you want to feel relaxed and relieved. 
drop your jaw and open your hands. 
You cannot be under nervous on 
with open hands and open jaws.
